2. Td understand the project SY^HOirY, it is deemed 
necessary to drow a brief history of this movement and to 
exactly describe what happens in Austria. The problem as 
specified by General L*or gan is oversimplified end dots not 
piece it in its -exact li^ht, nor docs it to^c cere of its 
’exact eioa or untecc dents. 

The exodus of Jews from RuBaian-occupied countries is 
ah exact .replica of the vest lt- to el or illegal emigration move- 
ment which bt^cn at the ascension of- tut rfuzi Party la Germany 
around 1932. hundreds of thousands of Java fled Germany with 
the aid of Jewish communities of countries neighboring ^erneny, 
(Holland, IfcnmnrK, <a>.cdcn, Jorway, ccl^iuei, jfrance, Switzerland, 
Czechoslovakia, etc.), to find tucir w&y to any country la 
Europe or into Palestine. ..hen u ei^any completely closed its 
borders, this smuggling had to become clandestine, high ilazi 
officials, , 9 ffioi(.ily or . unofficially, were paid large sans to 
facilitate the emigration of J ub ; tue Gestapo made a reel busi- 
ness out of it. hcfu&oeB committees, were set up in the neigh- 
boring countries to' help the Jews in their transit through 
the free countries and to facilitate their emigration to America 
or to Palestine. These refugees committees were financed either 
by collections and contributions from their -members or rich 
Jews in free countries. »Jien the flaanocs of these committees 
.were* not sufficient, the deficits were made' up by the American 
Joint Distribution Coiaittcc, through its. representatives in 
. these various countries. • The *marlosa Joint Distribution 
Committee also fincnced, supervised cad .arranged for transport 
and settlement of the persecuted Jews either in Palestine 
or in. the United States. , 

4. as the war drew on snd border restrictions beoome mor6 
and more strincent, the Political Section of the Jewish Agency, . 
under SZLRTOK, organized o socolal section whose duties it was 
to contoot the Jewish communities in German-occupied countries.

This section nos'its o wn couriers who brought letters end money . 
to tiic remnants mf the Jewish common! tlca la *tezi- dominated 
countries and smuggled "Jewish" intelligence out of thsse 
countries.

Actually 
he runs e highly efficient intcilibtnoc not,* through couriers 
into Rumania, Czeohoslo7sKia, ttungdry and Poland, ne is also 
running another net which trades down Ueroooa either frco'or 
in coptivity in th6 allied -oooupied zones of Germany or 
Austria, who arc suspected or proven to. have been committing 

* ntrooltics against Jova during the war. at then delivers the 
'proofs to the offlolfil authorities for punishment through the 

'far Crimes Investigations courts. He -ond hia agents also 
tree* down any duos or docuacnts which might be of any value 
to the 'Jewish Agcaoy. For instance, his informants having 
heard thet a ocr tala number- of papers belonging to the Grand 
Mufti had been oaptu^od in Bcdgastcia, he made every effort to 
secure them or to photogxeph them so as to bring a c9ao against; 
the Grand Mufti, who is living in comparative comfort near Paris, 
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(Actually the documents were turned over to the Documents Ccncu. 

. TJSFA, who in turn aont them on to the State Department pooplo 
in Frankfurt). (Soc LVX llemo 256). PIER’S agents having, found 
out that another batch *of papers belonging to the Grand 'ilufti 
having been captured in Vienna by the Russians, ho is now 
negotiating with the Russians to secure then or photograph them.

Hungary, Czechoslovakia and Poland is one which is unofficially 
tolerated by the commanders of the United States Forces in 
* **ustrie end by 0-5 of the some headquarters. ^It is “financed. 

or provided with other materiel help by the ^meriocn Joint 
. Distribution Ccumitteo, through its chief *%acriocn representa- 
tive, SJ2hS. in Vienna, or its iocwl American, representative 
in Salzburg Both these offices act in liaison with, 
the DP Section, Vienna Area Command or U5F* and with U NRR* 
authorities, who have representatives in the various Jewish 
DP camps in the American, Lone of ^ustria. (See below). 

2. Although the official organizers are the. AJDC people, 
it. is aotually PIER and his men who coordinate the entire 
movement. PIER ascribe* the ease with- which the system worJes 
to the complete disorganization of border oontrols at tho 
various frontiers. A hasty piotuxe of the .emigration

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Exit permission for cay country except Poland is easy tc y.-.aic * , 
and no papers ere checked et any frontier . guard station. In 
Czechoslovakia, n frontier guard guards the .train to ascertain 
that; -nobody remains in Czechosl07exiaa territory. Ike Russian 
authorities do not Cheek cay papers. Tbis procedure Is slightly 
different as to the^exit from Poland*, as the Lublin government 
docs not allow any official 'emigration, * the crossing of the 
borders by thcao transports is dono illegally by PILK’s men- 
Oncp In Czechoslovakia the groups teno the train end cross to 
Czccho-AttStrian" border , where they finally arrive at Ploxisdorf, 
near Vienna, actual crossing points at the Polish-Czech 
border have not yet been ascertained. The organized groups of 
future Palestine colonists aweit tneir transit to other camps 
>cpd cither with Palestinian Immigration certificates or without 
t^em find their way into Palestine. These groups are known to 
their chiefs, who have trained vith them in their .oountry of - 
origin. They belong to ell shades of Zionist organizations 
from the extreme rightist Revisionists (bRThAK or BHI1H 
TRUmPi»LDOR ) to the socialist oaZaXK. These groups . 

ere cnthusicstio Zionists and may later form the backbone of a 
Jewish at. ay. Their eges range from* fourteen to thirty. - They 
ere not specifically religious. A special DP oamp for 
extremely religious young immigrants hca been 'established by 
the PIER organization et e house, located at Uo. 27 Goldschlag- 
gesse, Vienna XV. Ueny of the young .Immigrants have' been - 
enrolled during this wr.r in the Soviet Army in various capa- > 
oltica, -Thus, one of the groups recently was heeded by a 
young Jew who had bc.cn a tfejor in the Soviet Army. 

b. .Tho other. kind of emigrant is composed of any 
element of Jew wanting to cdgrutc. Any Jew in his respective, 
country who desires to ‘leave this oountry reports to an *JIC 
committee in Bucharest, Budapest, Bratislava, Breplau, Lwow, . 
ctc,'and applies for a piece in a group. Very little' 
screening Le done at this tWgo. soon os groups arc formed 
and P1LH has been informed of its constitution, he sends out
